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Romulus City Council Reacts 
to Nighttime Train Noise

In the July 6, 1992, regular meeting 
of the Romulus City Council, Council- 
man Ellis Pennington stated that he has 
received many complaints from Romu- 
lus residents concerning trains traveling 
in and through the City during nighttime 
hours. 

The problem, said Pennington, is 
that the trains will blow their horns and 
whistles for up to 45 seconds at one time, 
thereby awakening many of the nearby 
residents. 

Said Pennington, "I realize that, be- 
cause of Federal regulations, trains must 
blow their horns at all intersections, but 
there is such a thing as ‘city horns' and 
‘country horns.’ The country horns are 
much louder than the city horns, and it's 
the country horns that the trains use 
when going through Romulus." 

Pennington also pointed out that, 
because of official City complaints that 
have been directed to Metropolitan Air- 
port regarding excessive noise, the Air- 
port has installed sound barriers, im- 
proved their airplanes, and made use of 
a new building for airplane maintenance 
and repair work. 

Pennington then put forth a resolu- 
tion requesting City Council to go on 
record and send an appropriate resolu- 
tion to the railroad companies regarding 
this issue. He felt that, if the railroad 
companies would comply with existing 
Federal regulations concerning the use 
of whistles and horns within City limits, 
the residents would get much-needed 
relief from the excessive train noise. 

Mayor Pro Tem Mary Ann Banks 
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Councilman Ellis Pennington 


agreed with Pennington, and stated her 
feeling that the noise was getting "louder 
and louder." 

Mayor Beverly McAnally also ad- 
dressed this issue, stating that Metro- 
politan Airport is currently operating un- 
der a self-imposed moratorium with re- 
gard to nighttime noise. She suggested 
that this information be included in the 
resolution to the railroads, as well as a 
statement to the effect that, if the rail- 
roads refuse to comply with Council's 
request, the City would impose its own

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Catalina Hall Challenges Taylor 
Incumbent in Democratic Race

In the August 4 Democratic primary 
race forthe newly created 22nd District's 
State Representative seat, 40-year-old 
Catalina Hall of Romulus will challenge 
State Representative Gregory Pitoniak 
of the old 29th District. 

Hall, a newcomer to the political 
scene, has been amember of the Down- 
river chapter of the National Organization 
of Women (NOW) for the past six years. 
She is a graduate of Eastern Michigan 
University with a degree in English and 
political science, and is currently em- 
ployed as a counselor at the Northland 
Family Planning clinic in Romulus, where 
she counsels women and girls who are 
facing unintended pregnancies. 

In arecent interview, Hall stated that 
her first priority as a State representative 
would be our schools. 

Said Hall, "Going door-to-door, I've 
found that property taxes for funding 
schools is a bigger emotional issue than 
is the question of abortion. We don't 
need to increase property taxes for 
schools if we examine some other pos- 
sible alternatives. 

"First of all, | think that the State 
needs to give more money to schools 
from the general fund. Secondly, we 
should look at the overall State expen- 
diture budget and see whether we should 
be collecting on all of it.Athird alternative 
is to increase State license and user 
fees, and use that money for education." 

Hall went on to say that she empa- 
thized with senior citizens’ reluctance to 
have a large portion of their property 
taxes going to education, since they no 
longer have children in school. 

"| know, through an earlier personal 
experience, that it's very difficult to live 
ona fixed income," explained Hall. "But, 
when the senior citizens were in school, 
property taxes went to fund their educa- 
tion. Now, | believe it's only fair that a 
portion of their taxes should go to help 
today's students. 

"If elected, one thing | would do for 
the senior citizens is to re-examine the 
double tax exemptions they used to re- 
ceive. Perhaps by reinstituting that, the 
seniors would get an overall tax break." 

Recently, Hall's opponent, Gregory 
Pitoniak, stated that he favors a possible 
increase in State sales tax for school 
funding. Hall was asked to comment. 

"I'm against raising the sales tax in 
order to fund our schools. If we did that, 
our poorer people would suffer because, 
through no fault of their own, they can't 
afford to buy things in bulk, and are 
forced to buy insmaller amounts at higher 
unit prices. Consequently, they're already 
being penalized by having to pay higher- 
than-average sales taxes and anincrease 
would only make it worse for them." 

Hall also stated her feeling that 
Romulus schools are, in effect, being 
punished by the State for going out-of- 
formula, as their State funding has been 
cut substantially. (In-formula school dis- 
tricts are those whose property taxes do 
not generate enough monies to meet the

State's guaranteed per-pupil amount, and 
so receive State Aid to make up the 
difference. Out-of-formula school districts 
generate more monies per pupil than the 
State guarantees, and so receive no 
reimbursement from the State.) 

"What's happening is that Romulus 
is being punished for doing the right thing 
(going out-of-formula). In Taylor, how- 
ever, they probably won't be able to go 
out-of-formula and, thereby, be able to 
rely less on the State. 

"I've found that Taylor residents, es- 
pecially, need property-tax relief, which 
is another reason to look at alternative 
funding other than higher property taxes 
and an increased sales tax." 

Pitoniak has told the press that he 
feels comfortable with discouraging abor- 
tionthrough public policy. Hallwas asked 
to comment on this, as well as the abor- 
tion issue in general. 

"I'm concerned that my opponent 
has come out favoring the Supreme Court 
decisionin Casey vs. The State of Penn- 
sylvania. Because he supports this, I'd 
have to conclude that he supports a 
woman's right to a legal abortion. 

"However, up to now, he's always 
voted pro-life. So, what is he — pro-life or 
pro-choice? | would ask him to please 
define himself on this issue." 

She then stated her belief that the 
recent Casey ruling means that each 
state can now put restrictions on women 
seeking abortions. 

Said Hall, "Because of this ruling, 
the abortion issue now rests in the State 
Legislature. Therefore, to protectwomen, 
| feel we have to go to Lansing. 

"The Pennsylvania bill (the subject 
of Casey vs. Pennsylvania) would allow 
inaccurate and judgmental information 
to be given to women. They will say that 
women will die. That's a ridiculous and 
misleading statement, as only an ex- 
tremely small percentage of women ever 
die as a result of a clinical abortion." 

Hall added that NOW has been con- 
ducting voter registration in Taylor and 
Romulus, and has found that the resi- 
dents are in favor, two-to-one, of legal- 
ized abortion. She further stated that she 
wishes to empower the pro-choice people 
so that they can come forward and pub- 
licly state their views. 

"| want women to call Mr. Pitoniak 
and give him their views on abortion," 
she concluded. 0

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Romulus Profile: Kathieen Conway

"| enjoy what | do because | feel like 
I'minvolvedin something that's making a 
real and profound difference in a lot of 
kids' lives," said Kathleen Conway, in a 
recent interview. 

The "something" to which Conway 
referred is serving as director of the 
Romulus Adolescent Health Center, an 
agency whose services are available to 
all young people between the ages of 11 
and 19 who reside inthe Romulus school 
district. 

Located in Romulus High School, 
the Health Center is a smooth-running 
operation that offersteens a large variety 
of medical and mental-health services. 

Explained Conway, "Mainly, we do 
general medical services: things like 
physicals, immunizations, treatment of 
cuts and bruises, and the like. Just under 
one-third of our patients come in for our 
mental-health services." 

Conway added that approximately 
70% of the Center's patients have no 
health insurance, and that no one is 
denied services if unable to pay. She 
also noted that no birth-control pills or 
devices are dispensed or prescribed, 
nor are abortion counseling, referrals, or 
services provided. 

After visiting Conway at the Center, 
| found it difficult to imagine that the 
agency —having over 2,000 patient visits 
in 1991 — has been in existence for less 
than two and one-half years. With more 
than 1,200 visits in the first six months of 
this year, said Conway, the Center is well 
ahead of last year's pace. 

The entire operation has been a 
stunning accomplishment for the Wayne 
State University graduate. | asked Con- 
way to detail her first five years of in- 
volvement with the Center. 

"In September of 1987, a friend told 
me Romulus had received a planning 
grant for the purpose of helping teen- 
agers, and that a directorship was open. 
| was interviewed by Dr. William Bedell 
(Superintendent of Romulus Community 
Schools), and was offered— and accept- 
ed — the position. 

"When | started,” she continued, "I 
had a small office in the District's admin- 
istration building, with only atable, chair, 
and phone. Now, | work four days a 
week; but, at that time, it was only two 
days a week." 

Conway added that, working with 
the Romulus Adolescent Health Advi- 
sory Committee (a group formed by Be- 
dell), her first year consisted of discover- 
ing teen needs by surveying parents, 
teachers, other similar agencies, andthe 
teens, themselves. 

During the second year, the Board of 
Education and the Advisory Committee 
decided that more time for consideration 
was needed as a result of some small, 
but vocal, opposition to the project. After 
applying for, and receiving, a second 





grant, Conway devoted her time to a 
"continued look at all options," as well as 
doing more community outreach. 

Then, in April of 1989, the Advisory 
Committee decided to recommend to 
the School Board that a teen health cen- 
ter be established. Following a public 
hearing on the matter, the Board voted 
unanimously to seek funds for the ap- 
proved Center, andto locate it inthe High 
School. 

"| was very pleased and excited," 
smiled Conway. "It was the only time in 
Michigan's history that a school board 
had voted unanimously to create such a 
facility. It was a wonderful indication of 
the School Board's courage to support 
the Center, and that support continues 
today.” 

In March 1990, the Health Center 
opened its doors as one of 19 such 
centers Statewide, all of which are par- 
tially funded through the Michigan De- 
partment of Public Health. About 600 
patient visits were recorded during the 
Center's first year of operation. 

We then turned to Conway's future 
goals for the Health Center. 

"Overall, | want to reach out to even 
more kids," she said. "| would like to 
provide more health education; get more 
into the preventative side of medicine. A 
substance-abuse program is a definite 
goal. 

"Also, I'd like to startan anti-smoking 
campaign, as well as continue a weight- 
loss project that we're currently setting 
up with Detroit Children's Hospital.” 

She noted that the weight-loss pro- 
gram — dubbed ShapeDown - is slated 
to begin in the fall. It will consist of 10 
weeks of physicals, weigh-ins, and 
classes. Three separate sessions will be 
offered throughout the upcoming school 
year. 

"One thing I'd really like to concen- 
trate on," continued Conway, "is showing 
our teens — primarily the girls — that they 
can do much more with their lives than 
having babies at such a young age. 
There's awhole worldforthem to explore 
before they settle down and become 
parents. The need to better their self- 
esteem and study positive role-models.” 

Another of Conway's goals is that of 
finding more funds to continue a pro- 
gram called Teens for AIDS Prevention 
(TAP), which started in November 1991. 

"This has been one of our most suc- 
cessful programs. Basically, it's an HIV/ 
AIDS peer program where the teen edu- 
cators are given extensive training re- 
garding HIV/AIDS and other sexually 
transmitted diseases, as well as in com- 
munication, self-esteem, and peer pres- 
sure. 

"After completing their training, they 
make presentations in the classrooms, 
the community, and to their parents. So 
far, we've had 20 kids give 50 presenta- 





tions;we've reached approximately 1,500 
kids to date." 

Conway explained that the current 
grant funding TAP will expire in Septem- 
ber 1992; hence, the need to locate 
additional funding. 

For the past year, Conway has been 
writing Health Center-related articles for 
The Romulus News. She plans to con- 
tinue her writing, she stated, as it's an 
excellent method for getting information 
to the community regarding Center ac- 
tivities and general information about 
teen health. 

Other staff members of the Health 
Center include Dr. Natalia Tanner, a pe- 
diatrician who specializes in adolescent 
medicine; Barry Smith, physician's as- 
sistant; Diane Vidovic, mental health 
counselor; and Denise Maggard, medi- 
cal assistant and office manager. 

Also serving the needs of Romulus 
teens are Linda Bowman, coordinator of 
the TAP program; Debbie Williamson, 
special project administrator; and recep- 
tionist Marie Scott. 

Currently, when not busy at the Cen- 
ter, Conway is spending time with her 
children, as well as working toward a 
master's degree in health services admin- 
istration at University of Detroit Mercy. In 
fact, Conway recently received the Uni- 
versity's Alumni ‘Award for "excellence 
and service to the community,” part of 
which involved her work at the Center. At 
an earlier point in her life, she said, she 
was ‘a member of several organizations 
dealing with nuclear disarmament, world 
peace, and education. 

However, her involvement with the 
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Michael Betzold and Kathleen Conway 





Health Center and her first priority — her 
children—now leaves little time to devote 
to these memberships. 
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Family is the most important part of 
Conway's life. Her husband, Michael 
Betzold — a staff writer for The Detroit 
Free Press — recently had his second 
book published. Titled Queen of Dia- 
monds, the nonfiction work is a history of 
Tiger Stadium and an examination of the 
issue of preserving the ball park. 

Kathleen and Michael, who met as 
writing instructors at Wayne State Univer- 
sity, are the parents of Bridget, age 2'/z, 
and Patrick, who will be sevenin Septem- 
ber. Since their children are the number- 
one priority in their lives, most of the 
couple's leisure time is spent with them. 

When possible, however, they enjoy 
playing league softball andtraveling. Kate 
likes playing piano, but says she needs 
“many more lessons!" 

Before Patrick was born, Kate and 
Michael took bicycle trips to places such 
as Ireland; Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, Canada; and Michigan's 
Upper Peninsula. 

When | asked Conway to sum up her 
tenure as the Center's director, she said, 
"I've felt more appreciated here in Romu- 
lus than anyplace else. I've had several 
parents tell me that I've really made a 
difference in their child's life. | can't tell 
you how wonderful that's made me feel." 

And so it's aperfect match with Kath- 
leen Conway andthe people of Romulus. 
She derives enormous pleasure and 
satisfaction by serving the community, 
and the community, in turn, reaps the 
benefits of her exceptional work. Q

moratorium on all nighttime railroad traf- 
fic through the City. 

Councilman Pete Bergeron pointed 
out that, in Palm Beach, Florida, there is 
a local ordinance which forbids trains to 
blow their horns from midnight to 6 a.m. 
At each railroad crossing, he added, an 
ordinance sign is posted for automobile 
and truck traffic so that they willbe aware 
of the local law. He suggested that a 
similar ordinance might be used in Romu- 
lus to eliminate the horn noise altogether. 


Bergeron also suggested that the 
Council involve Romulus' Federal repre- 
sentatives in this matter, as they may be 
able to put additional pressure on the 
railroad companies to comply with the 
City's wishes. 

After Councilman Randy Gear ex- 
pressed concern regarding possible lia- 
bility and responsibility in the event of a 
railroad-crossing fatality, Council voted 
unanimously to adopt Pennington's reso- 
lution, as well as to send for a copy of the 
Palm Beach ordinance. Q

RAHC Hosts "Operation Jump Start”

For the second summer in a row, 
Romulus High School and the Romulus 
Adolescent Health Center will be hosting 
Operation Jump Start at the High School. 
This year's program will run from August 
17 through August 27 (excluding Fri- 
days) from 9 a.m. to 12 p.m. 

Operation Jump Start is a two-week 
school readiness program for incoming 
freshmen to give them a "head start" in 
the math, reading, writing, and social 
skills necessary to help them succeed in 
high school. Students will attend aca- 
demic classes during the two weeks, as 
well as special workshops about self- 
esteem, substance-abuse prevention, 
conflict resolution, and other issues that 
adolescents face as they enter high 
school. 

The program can accommodate 45 
students who will be divided into three 
groups, each with a teacher and an aide. 
This year's program will use the skills of 


‘parents as teacher aides. These parent 


tutors willbe used during Operation Jump 
Start and for an ongoing tutoring pro- 
gram in the fall. 

Peer tutors will also be used to offer 
additional one-on-one support. 

A team of teachers and tutors will 
expose students to the academic course 
materials that they can expect in high 
school. Students will also explore as- 
pects of high-school life to help them 
learn to plug into the support services 
and systems at the High School, and to 
help them develop a better understand- 
ing of their abilities to cope in the every- 
day world. 





A parent-student support facilitator 
will also work with students and their 
parents. These sessions will offer oppor- 
tunities to develop social skills to estab- 
lish positive and supportive relationships 
with parents, teachers, and peers, as 
wellas coverthe problems resulting from 
the transition from junior high school to , 
senior high school. Downriver Guidance 
Clinic will be providing staff to this part of 
the program, along with the District's 
social-work staff and staff fromthe Health 
Center. 

The Adolescent Health Center will 
make available acomplete physical- and 
mental-health evaluation, and transpor- 
tation will be provided by District buses. 
After school begins, the students will 
meet weekly with designated school sup- 
port staff. Finally, parents of Operation 
Jump Start students will attend an orien- 
tation, as well as support sessions dur- 
ing Operation Jump Start and during the 
first weeks of school. 

Entering ninth-grade students who 
are interested in participating in Opera- 
tion Jump Start need to register before- 
hand. For information, or to register, call 
Debbie Williamson at the Health Center _ 
(941-1400). The deadline for registration — 
is July 30. 

The RAHC, located in Romulus High 
School, serves Romulus residents — stu- 
dents and nonstudents — between the 
ages of 10 and 21. Appointments are 
usually necessary; some walk-ins are 
accepted. Parents must sign a consent 
form for their child to be seen at the 
Center. Call 941-1400 for appointments 
or information.

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City Resident Inquires About 
Fate of WWI Monument

The Romulus Newsrecently received 
a letter from 75-year-old Romulus resi- 
dent Hugh F. Buckberry, who wondered 
what, if anything, will happen to the Vet- 
erans' Memorial andflag pole that's locat- 
ed at the intersection of Goddard and 
Shook roads in downtown Romulus, now 
that a new memorial has been set up 
near City Hall on Wayne Road. 

The older monument, erected in 

~ memory of World War | veterans, was 
dedicated in the late 1920s and was the 
site of several Memorial Day services 
throughout Romulus’ earlier years. 

"It was always a very moving ser- 
vice," said Buckberry, in a recent inter- 
view. "After visiting the cemeteries, every- 
one would go to the monument, where 
‘The Star Spangled Banner’ and 'Taps' 
would be played." 

Buckberry feels that it was too bad 
that the older monument was not incor- 
Porated into the newer one, which was 
dedicated this past Independence Day. 

"| simply want to make the people of 
Romulus aware of the fact that there is 
this older monument, and that it took 
much time and effort by the Sunshine 
Club to have it erected," he said. 

Buckberry explained that the Sun- 
shine Club was a women's community- 
service organization that was formed in 
1917 by agroup of Romulus women. The 
Club, said Buckberry, had its largest

membership of 30 women around 1926. 
The organization disbanded in the early 
1970s as membership dwindled to three 
women: Buckberry's mother Leona, Ida 
Klages, and Fanny Fulford. 

Stated Buckberry, "When the Sun- 
shine Club raised the money for the 
monument, it was a very difficult thing to 
do because every dollar then would be 
equal to $20 today." 

He also expressed concern about 
Romulus veterans who died while serv- 
ing their country, but have no remaining 
family to purchase a memorial brick in 
the newly erected Veterans’ Memorial. 
The family names of Bradley, Lund, 
Szoke, and Kestine were among several 
that Buckberry listed as falling into this 
category. 

When asked if he planned to take 
any action regarding a relocation of the 
Sunshine Club's monument to an appro- 
priate area near the new monument, 
Buckberry replied, "No, not at all. All | 
want to do is reacquaint everyone in 
Romulus with the World War | memorial 
and with the ladies of the Sunshine Club 
who worked so hard to get it completed. 

"| think it would be nice if the older 
monument were moved," he said, "but, 
of course, that's up to the City." 

Buckberry is a 1980 retiree from 
Ford Motor Company, where he worked 
for 26 years in the manufacturing and 
engineering department. O

Women and Walleye Add Up to a 
Perfect Day for This SHELNE! eeplalp

Sport-fishing Charters (941-3529) 

One quick look at these two pictures 
of "Miss Americas" will show you what a 
hard life a charter captain has! Everyone 
thinks that allwe ever take out are smelly, 
beer-drinking fishermen who don't have 
any manners. Well, last week, on two 
trips, | had the good fortune to take out 
five gorgeous girls. The only problem 
was that their husbands were with them. 
Still, | managed to enjoy myself for the 
day. These girls could really fish: as you 
can see by the pictures, they caught 
some nice walleye. In fact, if memory 
serves me right, they out-fished their 
husbands. (| can say that because they 
are from the Jackson area and will never 
see this article.) 

The walleye in Lake Erie have been 
doing some strange things this month. 
For example, during the first two weeks 
of July, the walleye of all sizes — from 13 
inches to an occasional 27 inches —were 
suspendedin six to 12 feet of water. They 
were feeding heavily on minnows, and 
everyone fishing in the area took limit 
catches. It was not a case of how many 
you could catch, it was how soon you 
could get back in with your limit. One 
captain's theory was that the zebra mus- 
sels in the shallow areas were having a 
hatch, which caused the minnows to 
come into the shallows to feed on the 
mussel larvae ... which brought the 
walleye into the shallows to feed on the 
minnows ... which brought the fisher- 
men to do their thing on the walleye. It 
was a very exciting two weeks, and our 
customers were very happy. 

Now, the walleye are concentrating 
inthe deeper waters, whichis notuncom- 
monatthis time of the year. We are doing 
most of our fishing in 20 to 24 feet of 
water. Trolling and worming are doing it. 
As the water temperature rises, the fish 
will head to the bottom. You must add

weight to your line if you are going to be 
trolling — about a one-ounce sinker three 
to four feet above your trolling lure. If you 
are drifting, use the bottom drift rigs and, 
when casting, let your lure go to the bot- 
tom and use the slow-retrieve method 
that | have talked about in other issues. 

The surface temperature last Sun- 
day was 74 degrees; for this time of year, 
that's fairly cool. We should be getting 
good catches through August. Don't call 
this captain; | willbe heading /ce Breaker 
to the east through Canada to fish for the 
largest fighting fish in the Great Lakes: 
the king salmon. Since I'll be fishing on 
Lake Ontario in Olcott, New York, you 
won't be reading "Port Side" during the 
month of August, but | promise you some 
exciting stories about the trip when | 
return. 

Everybody have a good August, and 
I'll see you in September. (Sounds like a 
song!)

Saturday, August 1, 1992, will find 
16-year-old Romulus High School junior, 
Kevin Kadach, boarding achartered bus 
that will — 14 hours later — put him in 
Rochester, Minnesota, the site of this 
year's Amateur Athletic Union/USA Jun- 
ior Olympics. 

Ladach, a 143-pound wrestler who 
recently placed second in the Michigan 
State Freestyle Championships, com- 
piled an outstanding 32-4 record last 
year at Romulus High School.

Although wrestling has long been a 
major sport in Junior Olympics, all previ- 
ous wrestling has been conducted under 
open individual competition. This year's 
event will mark the first time that Michi- 
gan wrestlers will compete on a team 
basis. 

In a recent interview, Ladach stated 
that he is excited about and looking for- 
ward to the National competition. For his 
Current success, Ladach gave much 
credit to Romulus High School's head 
wrestling coach, Norman Butler, and to 
the assistant coach, Bill Garland. 

"Coach Butler would often work with 
me on a one-to-one basis after practice 
during the regular season," said Ladach. 
"And Coach Garland has been helping 
me, on his own lunch hours, all summer." 

Lately, Garland has also assisted 
the young grappler with weight-lifting and, 
in June, accompanied him to the MSWA 
tryouts. 

Ladach also credits his high-school 
teammates for much support, as well as 
his parents, Jerry and Sylvia Ladach.

Other family members cheering on 
Ladach are his three brothers: Mike, 22;

The actual Junior Olympic wrestling 
competition is slated forAugust3 through 
August 5, with weigh-ins to be conducted 
on August 2. Thursday, August 6, will find 
Ladach and other members of Team 
Michigan boarding a homeward-bound 
bus with — hopefully — Junior Olympic 
gold in hand.
